Briarcliff — The  most  profitable  rose  grown. 

Columbia — Practically  discarded  in  favor  of  Briarcliff. 

Commonwealth — A  very  good  dark  pink  but  dormant 
in  midwinter.  The  best  Summer  pink.  Mil¬ 
dews  somewhat. 

Florex — Not  popular  in  the  stores.  Discarded. 

Francis  Scott  Key — The  best  big  Beauty  red  for  the 
West.  A  big  Christmas  money  maker. 

Gaiety — A  novelty  in  apricot  and  salmon.  Very  popular 
in  the  stores  and  a  fine  strong  grower.  Quite 
different  from  Talisman  and  there  is  a  place 
for  both. 

Golden  Ophelia — The  money  making  yellow.  Small  but 
prolific.  Joanna  Hill  will  eventually  sup¬ 
plant  it. 

Mensing — Discarded.  An  inferior  grower. 

Mme.  Butterfly — The  standard  orange  pink.  Very  ex¬ 
tensively  grown. 

Mrs.  Chas.  Russell — Discarded.  Too  much  spot. 

Pilgrim — A  great  producer  of  shorter  light  pink  roses 
and  a  fine  grower.  Supplements  Briarcliff. 

Premier — Replaced  by  Premier  Supreme. 

Premier  Supreme — Now  the  standard  dark  pink  rose. 

Mildews  and  sometimes  complaint  is  made  of 
it  not  keeping. 

Rapture — A  good  dark  Butterfly  sport. 

Red  Premier — A  choice  little  rose  but  hardly  needed 
with  Premier  Supreme. 

Rose  Hill — Best  described  as  a  big,  dark,  very  vigorous 
Columbia.  An  easy  doer  and  a  tremendous 
grower. 

Rosy  Dawn — Discarded.  Looks  faded. 

Souvenir  de  C.  Pernet — Probably  the  best  premium  rose 
we  have.  A  very  wonderful  yellow.  Seems 
to  perform  best  on  its  own  roots. 

Templar — The  money  making  dark  red.  At  present 
the  only  proven  red.  E.  G.  Hill  may  turn 
out  to  be  better. 

These  memoranda  are  offered  principally  to  assist 
the  grower  unacquainted  with  all  the  rose  varieties  in 
making  a  satisfactory  selection.  And  these  observa¬ 
tions  refer  only  to  Eastern  Colorado  and  similar  terri¬ 
tory.  With  the  exception  of  the  roses  indicated  as 
inferior,  there  is  a  place  for  every  rose  listed.  We 
have  tried  all  these  roses  in  quantity  and  can  give 
more  details  as  well  as  further  cultural  suggestions 
upon  request.  Except  as  otherwise  stated,  these  roses 
will  do  well  both  grafted  and  on  their  own  roots.  The 
grafted  plants  seem  to  be  more  popular  in  the  North 
while  own  root  plants  are  preferred  in  the  South.

No  packing 
charge.  Light  boxing. 

Grafted  plants  are  made  to  your  order  only,  so 
early  reservations  are  desirable.  Only  the  highest 
grade  manetti  is  used.  Delivery  will  be  made  from 
March  first  onward,  in  rotation  as  orders  are  received. 
Packing  at  cost  in  light  ventilated  crates. 

We  take  great  care  to  keep  all  varieties  true  to 
name  and  stand  ready  at  any  time  to  replace  any  that 
may  prove  otherwise.  And  we  expect  that  when  you 
get  100  of  our  rose  plants,  that  you  will  have  100  plants 
fit  for  planting.  We  try  to  keep  all  the  culls  at  home. 

In  addition  to  these  forcing  roses,  we  offer  a  short 
but  select  list  of  outdoor  varieties  of  roses  on  their  own 
roots  in  2^  inch  pots.  These  are  not  to  be  confused 
with  the  poor  and  cheap  roses  usually  sent  from  Spring- 
field,  Ohio.  Altho  sold  at  a  somewhat  lower  price  than 
Florists  varieties,  yet  they  are  grown  in  the  same 
houses  and  handled  in  the  same  n^anner.  We  have 
small  quantities  of  quite  a  few  roses  not  listed.  If  you 
need  anything  special  drop  us  a  line. 

The  quantity  of  these  roses  offered  is  limited  and 
most  of  them  go  to  old  customers  who  knov/  their  qual¬ 
ity.  If  you  use  Springfield  roses,  try  a  few  of  these 
and  get  acquainted.  Or,  better  still,  drop  in  on  your 
next  trip  to  Denver  and  look  us  over.
